and established a Library and an Herbarium of Named Plants, for reference and for 
scientific purposes. Hitherto, however, since the celebrated ‘ Flora Zeylanica’ of 
Linnæus, which appeared upwards of a century ago, no account of the Plants of 
Ceylon has been published, and it is with the intention of supplying this deside- 
ratum, and through it developing still further the vegetable resources of the Island, 
both in a scientific and economic point of view, that the work here announced has 
been undertaken.
